Report For Week 


Week-end traffic round 
up March 20through March 
22, 1970 from 6;00 P.M, 
Friday through 12 mid- 
night Sunday, your Alabama 
Highway Patrol investiga- 
ted 162 rural traffic acci- 
dents. In these accidents 
56 persons were injured 
and 9 were killed, The 
fatalities occured in the 
following counties; five in 
Clay, two in Jefferson, and 
one each in Cullman and 
Baldwin, These accidents 
bring the number of people 
killed in Alabama this year 
to 169 compared with 173 
killed during the same 
period last year, Thisisa 
decrease of 4 fatalities, 

The eight county Dothan 
District troopers investi- 
gated 17 accidents with 5 
injuries and no fatalities, 
The traffic law violations 
causing these accidents 
were: speed, driving while 
intoxicated, reckless driv- 
ing, too fast for conditions, 
fail to yield right way, 
asleep at wheel, animal 
in road, fail to signal, fol- 
lowing too close, and ped- 
estrain ran into path of 
vehicle, The Dothan Dis- 
trict has 11 rural traffic 
fatalities so far this year 
as compared with 11 at the 
same period last year, 

Cpl. Parker reports Cof- 
fee County troopers inves- 
tigated 1 accident with no 
injuries and no fatalities, 
So far this year 2 people 
have died in Coffee County 
traffic compared with one 
at the same time last year,

A similar poll was taken in 
Andalusia last week and the 
result was almost the same

PLANTING PEANUTS 

M, D. Bond, our peanut 
Specialist at Auburn, em- 
phasized several things at 
our New Brockton peanut 
meeting, but here are some 
of the most important 
things he said. “Plant on a 
firm moist seedbed, Un- 
necessary discing and 
stirring the soil just before 
planting results in loose, 
dry soil, irregular seed 
drop, and uneven crop 
emergence, Dry soils delay 
emergence of weeds until 
it is too late to control 
them with cracking time 
herbicide, Once the peanut 
crop is clean and free of 
weeds, plow shallow and 
only as needed to maintain 
good weed control, Fre- 
quent plowing dries out the 
soil and deep plowing 
brings a fresh crop of weed 
seed to the surface where 
they will be a problem late 
in the season,”’
